HOW REAL TRAMPS ACT. 

“These are no tramps,” said a brake- 
man. “There is nothing interesting 
about them and they sre a nuisance. 
The professional tramp is a character, 
and sometimes you meet with oue so 
slick that he deserves to beat his way. 
The real tramp makes no excuse when 
he is discovered. Nine times oat of ten 
he makes a threat, and as a good many 
of theft? go armed it is dangerous to 

| meddle with them. For if there is a 
boman béing who might be expected to 

| valoe bis life cheaply it isa tramp rather 

| than a burglar. How many times have 
l had « tramp snarl at me with » string 
of oaths and wind up by threatening to 
put u hole through me!” 

“Probably tramps -will hang on to 
most anything, from the brakeshoe to 
the wheel box.” suggested the reporter. 

“No,” said a trainman of the Centrul 
Railroad of New Jersey. “Many people 
bave erroneous ideas about the babits of 
tramps. Personally I never saw a trump 
op a truck, butothers suy they have. 
Tramps geuerally pull for an empty Lox 
car, if there is one open. It is curious 
to see them search the yard over, inquire 
about the departure of trains and 
their destination aiPtiiagyops py make 
along the way. Why, Saturday hight 
just before leaving for Phillipsburg, 1 
wer. tosearch: my train for tramps, and { 
found an empty Fall Brook car full of 
them, right next to the train shed. They 
knew somehow that the car was goiug 
home, aud that it went to the end of the 
journey.

BABIES AND APES, 
| poms Simple Experiments Showlog Sar- 
prising Resembinnces, _ 
| An infant was crowing londly and lus- 
tily somewhere at the back of the house, 
The sounds were inarticulate to put- 
siders; but Dr. Robinson, the baby's 
father; if be heard them, would doubt- 
lees be able to interpret them as the in- 
teresting remsins of the Simian tongue. 
For Dr. Lovis Robinson, whenever dur- 
ing the last two or three years he found 
a leisnre hour in his basy life, has studied 
the ape in the babe. It was in order to 
obtain pome detailed information on this 
subject from the anthor of ‘Darwinism 
in the Nursery” that our representative 
-Eas on Dr. Rabinson at Lewis- 
| ‘The article is intensely interesting,” 
I said to the doctor, "bat there is not 
enough of it. We all want to know more 
about your experiments with the youug 
apes. What are the actual discoveries 
your experiments led to?” 

“Simply this, that every new born 
child, unless it is sickly or otherwise im- 
perfectly developed, bas a most wonder- 
| ful power in the flexor muscies of the 
| forearm, and will support the whole 
weight of its body, during the first few 
| hours after birth, for a period varying 

from ten seconds to twc minntes and a 

balf. Now, everybody knows that in 

monkeys the power of grp is very fully 
developed; quadromana can do any- 
thing with their hands and arms, and in 
| cases of danger this power is a chief 
| means of self preservation. I have now 
experimented on 150 babies; some of 
them an hour or two, some a few days 
| old—and in two cases only have they 
failed to hung by their hands, even the 
tiniest supporting the weight of its body 
for ten seconds, most of them much 
longer, and in a few cuses they have 
clung to a finger or a stick for two min- 
utes and » half. And even in the two 
cases failure was due to other canses than 
the infants’ lack of 1uuscular strength. 
I onght to say that I never attempted to 
experiment ‘on weak children, who 
| might be injured by the exposure. A 
blanket was placed below the child, so 
that when it dropped itdropped on x 
soft, warin surface. Whenever it was 
possible the experiment was made and 
the photograph taken in the presence of 
the mother. 

“On the face of one, aged sixty iniu 
utes, sat stoic indifference; two more 
looked energetic, thongh placid, as they 
stuck with their round little fists to a 
branch at the end of which appeared two 
hands, looking very gigantic in com- 
parison to the very youthful performers. 
Some others were evidently expressing 
their feelings in the Simian tongne, for 
their mouths—tremendons sized months 
they seemed—were wide open. The 
miniature legs, absurdly small in pro- 
portion to the arms, were drawn up; the 
babes looked indeed like tailless infant 
apes. 

“Observe the big toe,” Dr. Robinson 
wenton. “I bave noticed over and over 
again that in the case of young infants 
it is turned outward, like a thninb, asin 
the case of monkeys, whose hind feet are 
an additional pair of hauds, And when- 
ever I have held s finger or a stick close 
to the infant's feet while it was hanging 
by its arma there has been au attempt 
at clutching the stick with the feet. This 
seems to roe another.jnstance of the snr- 
vival of the ape's instincts fn the human 
ehild. d 

“Another curious fact that struck me 
was thateven when a child had been 
hanging by its bands for over a minute 
—this seems a short period, but jast try 
to hang to a horizontal bar, supporting 
the weight of your body by your hands 
only, for a minute or two—it let go more 
because it wanted to change its position 
than because it wus tired. Sometimes I 
gave it my finger to clutch us soon as it 
dropped on to the blanket, and heould 
feel by the energetic grip that the little 
animal was by no means exhansted.”— 
Cor. Pall Mall Gazette.

DENSMORE’S PECULIAR 
AT THE CAPITOL. 


CAPTAIN 
CHARGE 


He Guafis the President—The Man Who 
Stan@ Between the Chief Executive 
and the Weapons of Dangefous and 
Wasatical Cranks—His History. 


Of the thousands who weekly visit the 
executive mansion not one fails to ask 
who the tall, heavily built man is stand- 
ing either close by the president's side or 
hovering neur him, and few forget, when 
once told, that ‘‘he's Captain Densmore.” 
It is a Massachusetts citizen that has in 
bis keeping the safetv of President Hur- 
rison and of the White House family. 

E. 8. Densmore, the “captain,” as he 
is oftener called, is an important person- 
age in the White House economy. The 
charge committed to him is no light one. 
The life of the president of the United 
States, while not as thorny as that of the 
Russian czar, wouldn't be worth u row 
of frost bitten peach trees if one or two 
of the people who think they have 
grudges against him could yet within 
range of the president. Hardly a week 
passes but threatening letters are re- 
ceived from- cranks and persons who 
breathe ont intimidations and promise 
swift vengeance. These are at once 
made Captain Densmore’s property. If 
the crank is from Washington he gen- 
erally ktiows him; if not, he soon makes 
himself acquainted with the needed in- 
formation. Densmore seems to know 
cranks by instinct, and none get further 
than the door or the vestibules. Then 
he coaxes and manages till the rank or 
the bitter person with a wrong in his 
eye leaves, sends in a card or writes a 
note, which never reaches the president, 
who is thus left with but little knowl- 
edge of the annoyances and dangers st- 
tending him daily. 

WHITE HOUSE GUAKDS. 

The White House, during Hayes’ ad- 
ministration, found its guard demoral- 
ized. Densmore, who was a marked 
man by this time, was sent for. Here- 
signed from the police force and went to 
assist in guarding the lives of presidents. 
From that time on he haa been at the 
mansion almost continually. During 
Cleveland's administration he resigned 
and went to Massachusetts to look after 
the interests of a Fitchburg firm. Dur- 
ing that time he took up a residence in 
the Bay State, where he is still a voter. 

When Harrison came to Washington 
before the inauguration Mr. Densmore 
was sent for aud requested to assume 
charge of President Harrison, just as he 
had of Cleveland at his inauguration. 
Although still in the employ of the 
Fitchburg house, he consented to re- 
main till the inanguration was over. 
Prior to March 4the life of the presi- 
dent-elect is a matter of solicitude, and 
every danger is guarded against. None, 
not even the hotel servants, is allowed 
to enter the president's apartments until 
Densmore has looked him over and pro- 
nounced him harmless. After the inau-

Dissotation of an Aged and Highly Respect 
ed Citites of this County, 


—-_ . 

Mr. Levin Cooper died at his home in 
Barren Creek district last Theaday after- 
noon at the age of BO years. His remains 
were Interred Tharelay noon in the 
family bunal ground near the residence 
after foneral services by Rev. Mr. White 
of Sharptown, aminted by Rev. William 
G. Holmes. The pall-bearers were, in 
accordance with his expreased wish, his 
two sons, Messrs. Lambert H. Cooper 
and Severn H. Cooper, his two grand- 
sons, Irving N. Cooper and William M, 
Cooper, and bre two sons-in law, Isaac 8. 
Bennett and W. W. Cooper. The funeral 
was largely attended by neighbors and 
friends from the surronnding country. 

Besides his two son, H. and 8. H. 
Cooper, a widow, four grown daughters, 
sixteen gtahdchildren and one great- 
grandchild, survive him. 

Mr. Cooper was one of the most nnique 
and picturesque personages of his time 
and locality. He was born Christmas 
Day,1811, near B.C. Springs, and early in 
life began the struggle for himself, sin- 
gle handed and alone. He became in- 
terested in vessel building and vessel 
property—that was when onr rivers 
were navigated almost exclusively by 
sailing craft, and before their valne and 
usefulness were abridged by the modern 
steamboat. Later in life he bought real 
estate and engaged in farming in Barren 
Creek district about three miles distant 
from the Springs. He followed that vo- 
cation the remainder of his days, and 
possessed a comfortable estate, conristing 
of farms and timberland. In politica he 
was a staonth democrat, bat never 
sought office. 

His distinguishing characteristics 
throngh life were his devotion to his 
own business and his absolute freedam 
from meddling with other people's. AI- 
Ways prompt, accurate and honest in his 
dealings with others, he always demand- 
ed that mnch—no more—of those who 
dealt with bhim. Anotherconspicuous trait 
which he possessed was the consiatent 
regnisrity of his habits and an unawerv- 
ing observance of certain hygienic prin- 
ciples. His bour to rise was set, likewise 
his hour to retire; he ate and he drank 
with the same precision, never more, 
seldom leas; and the circumstance which 
caused him to depart from his daily cus- 
tom had to be a very unusnal one indeed. 
All these life-long customs he observed 
to the very day of bis dissolution.

The bill to repeal the law requiring one 
of the U. S, Senators to bea resident of 
the Eastern Shore caused a breede on 
Weilnenday, Bars the Sun. / 

A little breete disturbed the -ustial 
terénity of the House preceedings today 
when the bill introduced by Mr. Brash- 
ears repealing the Eastern Shore sena- 
torial law came np on Ite second reading. 
As soon as the bill was read Mr. Miles, of 
Dorchester, moved that its forther con- 
rileration be indefinitely postponed. Mr. 
Carter move:! asa substitute that the bill 
be made the speciel ortet for i o'clock 
tomorrow, This jailer motion prevailed. 
Mr. Laird then made the - point that as 
the bill had been throngh its second 
reading it was now in order to have it 
engrosse:! fora third reading, and that 
its consideration tomorrow. would be its 
third reading and final passage. The 
statement of this point was a bombshell 
among the Eastern Shore Delegates. 
They had no Intention that the measure 
should go through the House fo edslly 
withont offering them a chance to fight 
it by Amendment or otherwise. Half a 
dozen of them were on their feet at once 
demanding recognition. They urged 
that making of the bill the special order 
for lo-morrow carried with it all privi- 
leges allowed on tlie second reading, and 
that it should be so considered by the 
House. Thespeaker ruled that the bill had | 
been read a second time in full, and that | 
he was cotipelled to entertain a mo- | 
tion ordering the bill to be en-/ 
grossed forathird reading. He stated | 
the whole ground clearly and fortified | 
his ruling by the logic of the situation | 
He said the bill conld be reopened for 
amendment on its third reading by the | 
House resolving itself into a committee | 
of the whole on the measure. The Eas 
tern Shore members were exercised at | 
the rnling, and some of them went so 
far as to say “gay rule” was being appli- 
el. On motion of Mr. Laird the bill was 
ordered engrossed for a third reading 
The ecene in the House was lively and 
exciting during the debate, which wav 
participatd in by Mr. Miles and Mr. El- 
legood against the engrossment, anıl Mr. 
Laird favoring it. These scenes are ex- 
pected to continue when the bill is call 
ed for its final reading tomorrow. 

Mr. Laird has introduced a bill which 
provides for the annual assessment of 
personal property. He has collected 
some significant facts to support his bill. 
In Baltimore city the assessment of real- 
ty in 1878 was $178,572,000 and of per- 
sonalty $77,533,000, the realty paying 
69.72 per cent of the taxes. In 1891 the 
awesament of realty amounted to $211,- 
289,901 and of personalty $99,869,009, re- 
alty paying 7522 per cent of taxation. 
In Taibet in 1877, realty paid 75.56 per 
cent of the taxation and in 1891 it paid 
79.53 percent. In Frederick the per- 
centage of realty increased from 66.12 in 
1877 to 79.49 on I8f1. In Cecil the in- 
crease was 75.10 to 8167. In Prince 
George's the Increase was from 78.72 to 
8408 in 1891.

At the meeting of the Horticultural 
Society at Dover, Del, last week, the 
question of nut culture was disenssed by 
Mr, W. P. Cotea, of the pomological. di- 
vision of the Agrictiltaral Department. 
“The number of species of nuts that will 
grow more or lese satisfactorily on tbe 
peninsula,” he said, “is suficient war- 
rant for our consideration of the snbject 
of their enltnré. The chinquapin, chest- 
nut, ahag bark hickory, pecan, black 
walnut, butternut, Persian walnut and 
hazelnut may all be found in this section, 
growing more or less satisfactorily, un- 
der cunditions that prove that if we are 
ever to make a success In the cultivation 
of these we must do & by subduing their 
wild hathte and treating thei as other 
fruit trees. If efforts are made by care- 
fnl, thorough cultivation on a scale so 
small that a total failnre of the enter- 
prise wil] work no financial discomfort, 
we may hope for a larger percentage of 
success than failure, i 

“The larger European chestnut has 
proved its adaptability to our soil and 
climate in the success of the Ridgely 
chestnut, but for s profitable orchard 
trop, even this tree has not been gener- 
ally tested in our midst. The very large 
Japanese chestnnt, with its dwarfish bab- 
it of tree growth, offers inducements to 
ouramatenrs as an orchard tree. The 
pecan is here near tbe northern limit of 
its cultare. The tree makes thrifty 
growth in our soil and climate, but often 
fuils to set fnll of fruit through lack of 
pollen. Proximity of bleoming shag 
bark hickory thay supply the needed 
pollen at the righttime and give ts as 
full yields uf pecans as are prodoced in 
the south. The black walnut, the butter- 
not and the Persian or English walnut 
are readily grown in this territory. They 
come into fruitage at from six to eight 
years and produce paying crops under 


| favorable circumstances at ten to twelve 


years. I would alternate either the 
black walnut or the butternat or both in 
Persian walnut 
for reasons similar to those given for 
pecans. The hazelnut makes thrifty 
growth of wood, with garden cultore at 
Milford, Del.”

Electricity in Arms Making. 

The electric current bas beea utilized 
since 1889 ut tae small arms lactory at 
St. Etienue for annealing the steel wire 
of which the baminer springs of the rifle, 
1886 pattern, are made. Thes- yprings 
are iannfacturel of steel wire. 7 
millimeters thick, cnt in length» of 3.20 
meters; the wire is rolled spirally. aud a 
current of twenty-tures almperos 
passed through it. Heating is rapidly 
effected; when it is judged sufficient the 
circuit is closed, aud the hammer spring 
is dropped into a water tank. 

One man can anneal twenty springs 
in three minntes, equivalent to about 
2,400 per day. Electric annealing being 
clean in operation and cheap will no 
doubt soon be applied in nnmerous cases 
analagous to the one indicuted.—Bostou 
Transcript.

Why Some Corks Are Made by Mand. 

The, reason for making champagne 
cork by hand is curions and interesting. 
The cork machine is provided with cir- 
cular knives of razorlike edge. Now, the 
crude cork is so rough and hard that if 
it were applied to one of these rapidly 
tevolving knives the knife would ut once 
be rnined. So crude cork that is to be 
cut by machinery must be softened in a 
steam vat. It comes out almost pulpy 
and cunts like cheese. -But the steam 
takes the “life” ont of the cork. Its 
elasticity is gone, never to be recovered, 
and when the machine cnt cork is 
driven intoa bottle the cork tends to 
shrink and permit leakage. 

Furthermore, the machine made cork 
is mathematically round, while the 
necks of bottles are more or less irregu- 
lar. As the machine made cork has lost 
its elasticity, its smooth, round surface 
cannot swell ont to fill any irregularity 
in the neck of the bottle, and here is an- 
other source of leakage.—New York 
San.
